The good people of Cliffwood, N. J.,are considerably 
agitated over the charges made by Mrs. Alonzo Arm- 
strong against the Rev. Robert Chew, pastor of the 
Methodist churches in Cliffwood and Jacksonville. 
Mrs. Armstrong, in her stater:ent, accuses the minis- 
ter of attempting to assault her. Coupled with Mrs. 
Armstrong’s accusations, are a number of other little 
charges refiecting on Mr, Chew’s management of the 
church affairs. All these the minister denies, and says 
that if given time he will prove his innocence beyond 
adonbt. A few days agothe Rev. Dr. James Moore, 
of Asbury Park, the Presiding Elder of the New Bruns- 
wick district of the New Jersey Conference, presided 
at a meeting in Cliffwood, called to investigate the 
charges against Mr. Chew. To judge by the actions 
of the inhabitants of the little village, one would be 
led to believe that a circus was in town. But no. it 
was not a bona fide circus, nothing more than that Mr. 
Chew was about to face the trustees of the church and 
endeavor to clear himself of the charges made against 











him. No one, however, was permitted to be present 
at the trial with the exception of Minister Chew, Mrs. 
Armstrong, the Board of Trustees of the church and 
Dr. Moore. 

The charges were read by the chairman. The ac- 
cused, in his defence, demanded that he be allowed 
time to secure his witnesses. Some of the trustees 
objected to this, and demanded that the trial proceed. 
One of fhe trustees asserted that Chew had bought 
some chickens from a member of his congregation 
and had failed to pay for them. This the pastor ad- 
mitted, but added that the poultry had been sold to 
him under misrepresentations and that not one of 
them had laid an egg since he became their owner. 
Mr, Chew retaliated by saying that the trustee bad — 
borrowed his umbrella and had failed to return it. 
Here the case was adjourned for one week, when Mr. 
Chew will have a formal trial. 

The church edifice is old and there are wide cracks 
between the weatherboards on the sides. The excited 
villagers pressed their ears to these openings, and one 
inquisitive man went home and returned with a piece 
of wire, with which he bored a hole through the plas- 
ter in order to hear better.

Poison the Supposed Cause of 
Death. 


A HUNTSDALE, PA., SENSATION. 


— — 


John Gampher, of Huntsdale, Pa., was placed on 
trial recently for the murder of his wife in June last. 
Judge Wilbur F. Sadler was on the bench. 

As the time drew near for the trial the good people 
of Cumberland Valley became more and more inter- 
ested in the probable result, and when the case was 
called a few days ago the court room was filled to its 
utmost capacity. The spectators were composed 
largely of women, who manifested the deepest interest 
in the testimony of the case. 

In the bar enclosure to the right sat a score or more 
of students of Dickinson law school, who made copious 
notes and entered into the lega) wrangles between the 
opposing attorneys with as much zealas though they

were directly interested. On the left were the jurors, 
and in front of them wasa long table at which were 
seated the attorneys on both sides, the prosecutor and 
the defendant. Gampher sat in the rear of his coun- 
sel, ex-Judge R. M. Henderson. Stewart Leidick and 
E. J. Barnitz, and never once manifested that he re- 
alized the gravity of the crime with which he is 
charged. He was cooland collected, and frequently 
gmiled when the most damaging evidence was being 
given against him. He wore a reddish brown mous- 
tache and chin beard, a light blue suit and boots care- 
fully polished. His four-buttoned sack coat was open 
in front. displaying a clean white shirt and black 
cravat. His right arm was thrown carelessly across 
the back of €he chair and hia big, blue eyes wandered 
aimlessly from the jury to the witness and occasion- 
ally were fastened on the dignified judge. 

Not ten feet in his rear, on the first row of seats, sat 
Bertie Stringfellow, his step daughter,-with whom he 
is alleged to have been intimate. She is not more 
than sixteen years old and is soon to becomea mother. 
She is rather stout, with plump cheeks, blue eyes and 
may be called pretty. Hershapely.head was crowned 
with a jaunty straw hat covered with vari-colored 
ribbon and a white wing, and around her shoulders 
was fastened a blue and black striped shawl. which 
full far enough below her throat to display the mam- 
moth breast pin which she wore. Her hair on the 
back of her head was carefully combed and plaited, 
while that in front fe}l gracefally,in bangs over her 
narrow forehead. Her skirt was brown, fastened with 
large metal buttons. On either side of her sat sev- 
eral tender-hearted women of Huntadale., 

Bertie seemed to feel her position keenly, and at 
‘times, when her mother’s sad death was referred to, 
would weep as though her heart was breaking. On 
the prisoner's right. and directly opposite, and at the 
same table, sat his dead wife’s brother, Charles Mauk, 
by whom the charge was made. Jn front of him were 
seated Hon. J. M. Weakley and District Attorney 
Maust, who represented the Commonwealth. 

John Gampher, at the time the alleged murder is 
said to have been committed, was in the employ of 
the Harrisburg & Potomac Railroad, and lived at 
Huntadale, with his wife and step-daughter, Bertie 
Stingfellow. It has been alleged that for some time 
prior to the 28th of June. 1890, undue intimacy and 
immorality existed between the husband and his 
comely step-daughter. According to statements made 
by several neighbors, this improper conduct between 
these two people was carried on with a marked degree 
of recklessness and boldness, and was the cause of 
many quarrels between man and wife. 

Rebecca Gampher, the wiie, was at times afflicted with 
attacks of melancholia, These gloomy and low-spirited 
moods became common occurrences, and on the 
morning of June 26 Mrs. Gampher complained of be- 
ing il, and her husband gave her a dose of medicine 
mixed with laudanum and sugar. He then left to go to 
his work, and ina short time the neighbors heard the 
woman scream, and entering the house found her in 
convulsions. Her jaws became locked, and in less 
than three hours after the medicine had been admin- 
istered the woman died. While in the death-throes, 
Mrs. Gampher said that her husband had given her 
a liniment mixed with laudanum. A post.mortem 
was held by the coroner, Dr. Davis,-of Carlisle, and 
Drs. A. R. Allen, J. H. and W. H. Longsdorf, who 
allege-that the woman’s death was due to strychnia 
poison, and the coroner's jury gave a verdict of death. 
from Soison administered at the hands of her hus- 
band. The stomach, liver and intestines were exam-

ined by an expert, who claimed they contained traces 
of arsenic. The case was called for trial at the Sep- 
tember sessions, but owing to the absence of im- 
portant testimony it was continued until the present 
term. 

The only time that Gampher displayed any nervous- 
ness or emotion was when he was called for arraign- 
ment. Then his face was very pale, and to the ‘““How 
do you plead?” of District Attorney Maust he responded 
in a clear, but faltering voice, ‘“‘Not guilty, sir.” After 
some delay a jury was procured. The first witness to 
be called was Bertie Spnngfellow.

She appeared timid and blushed when the oath was 
administered, but spoke slowly and delib@€rately and 
adhered to her story throughout, notwithstanding the 
rigid cross-examination to which she was subjected 
by counsel for the defense. 

That on the morning of June 26 her stepfather gave 
her mother a dose of medicine consisting of liniment, 
laudanum and. sugar; at least this is what the dose 
purported to beatthetime. After administering the 
medicine, Gampher went to his work. Her mother sud- 
denly became violently ill and fell to thefloor. Bertie 
assisted her to a lounge and summoned several neigh- 
bors, who, upon entering the house, found the wo- 
man suffering terribly. 

Catherine Faust and Mrs. Williamson swore they 
went into the house and found Mrs. Gampher writh- 
ing in pain and calling for water. 
and she jerked and twitched so that it was impos- 
sible to give her a drink. She diediniess than three 
hours after taking the dose. Mrs. Lehman, Mrs.

which three were for poisoning. His evidence was 
that the cadaver had been given him in three jars, one 
containing the stomach, one the smalicrintestines, and 
the third a portion of the liver.

Joseph Haverstick, a Carlisie druggist, testified that 
on May 20 last Gampher was in his store and pur- 
chased ten cents worth of strychnia, which the defen- 
dant claimed was for killing mice. He also purchased 
from witness on the same day a quantity of insect 
powder. a4 

Mrs. Hannah Williamson swore that Mrs. Gampher 
said shortly before her death that her husband had 
given her medicine and she would take no more from 
him. W. Scott Morgan, a hotel keeper at Newberry: 
Mrs. James Dixon, of Huntsdale; Mrs. Margaret 
Peisel, of Roxbury } Dr. Davis and Bertie Stringfellow 
were examined to prove 4 motive for the crime in the 
impropef intimacy betwéen Gampher and Bertie. The 
latter was ah unwilling witness, and hesitated for a 
long time before answering several questions pro- 
pounded to her. She confessed, however, her condi- 
tion, and that Gampher was the father of her unborn 
child. 

A hypothetical case was then made out by the pros- 
ecution and read by Hon. J. M. Weakley. Drs. A. R. 
Allen, Hal Longsdorf, W. H, Longsdorf, N. H. ®mith, 
J. R. Bixler, Thomas I. Ste¥art, J. Davis, R. Lowry 
Sibbett were called respectively, and all swore em- 
phatjcally that from the symptoms and conditions re- 
ferred to in the hypothetical case the woman died 
from strychnia poisoning. 

The Commonwealth rested, and 8S. M. Leidich 
opened the defense. John Morrison was the prisoner's

first witness, and gave evidence that the woman had 
complained to him upon sevetal occasions Of being 
ill, and this was corifoborated by James Himes. E. N. 
Goover, Willis Baker, Isaac Hylands, Peter Carrens 
and Frederick Hastings were called in turn, aid gave 
evidence that thé defendant was kind to his wife, 
several of them testifying that she had frequently 
complained of heart trouble. Two of them swore that 
she had told them she did not expect to live long, and 
might drop over dead. 

Several witnesses were heard in tehalf of thé 


defense to show that the prisone? had always tteated 


his wife well and that shé wis subject to an affection 
of the heatt, The deZense early in the trial abandoned 
the theory that the woman had committed suicide, 
and instead tried to prove that her death was due to 
natural causes. 

Here the case rested to await the action of the jury, 
who, it is thought, will bring in a verdict of murder 
in the first degree.

Emelinc and the family 
physician, Dr.’ Seth Hill, refused to believe that the 
Captain had killed himself. Miss Seeley told Lemuel 
Osborne that she had heard voices and strange 
noises in the barn, and it appears that one of the 
voices sounded very much like a farm-hand employed 
by Walter Beardsley. : 

This evidence was not brought out at the time of the 
coroner’s inquest. Later it was ascertained that the 
hired man had disappeared, but even then only one or 
two neighbors, besides the daughter and the doctor, 
would connect the captain’s death in any way with the

The case was put into, the. hands of Detective Edward 
Cronin, and he has woven a chain of circumstantial 
evidence against the German which it will be hard to 
break. Halm is a six-footer and weighs over 200 
pounds. He engaged with Mr.’ Beardsley a year ago, 
and said he had:just arrived from Germany, where he 
had rich parents. : He could speak but little English, 
but had considerable musical talent, the violin being 
his favorite instrument. Detective Cronin first exam- 
ined the rope which was found around the dead man’s 
neck. It was a four-strand rope, and at one end wasa 
noose, the end of. which was braided into the rope in a 
peculiar way. Miss Seeley was positive the rope had 
not been used on the farm,-and that it did not belong 
to her father. ‘She had never seen it before. The de- 
tective made inquiries among the neighbors, and none 
of them had ever before seen a noose formed in’ that 
manner. There was a small cut beneath the captain’s 
left eye, and, although he lay face downward when 
found, the detective noticed that the blood had flowed 
jnto the hair above the leftear. No blood was found 
on the hay under the captain’s head. 

These discoveries strengthened the detective’s sus- 
picions, and he set out to learn what he could of 
Halm’s actions before the day ofthe murder. Cronin 
called at Walter Beardsley’s house, and in searching

He 
asked Lemuel Osborne. to assist him, and while 
Osborne held the colt by the forelock Halm took from 
his pocket a rope, and; forming a halter, placed it 
around the animal’s neck. Osborne cannot say pos- 
itively that the rope used was the same as that found 
on the neck of Capt. Seeley, but it resembled it, and 
the noose was made in the same manner. Latcr in the 
day Halm obtained a dollar from his employer and 
visited Williams's saloon in Long Hill. He remained 
all day and Became somewhat intoxicated. 

The last link in the chain of circumstantial evidence 
is the testimony of Miss Celia Beardsley. Leadinz 
from the rear exit of Capt. Seeley’s barnis a patch of 
woodland, through which the murderer would be like- 
ly to make his escape.

Kessler. 


NUMEROUS RATTLING MILLS. 


(SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION. ] . 

There was a sensation in sporting circles in Butte City, Mont., 
on the night of Nov. 17. A fistic encounter had been arranged 
between George Le Blanche, the Marine, of New York, and 
George Kessler, a middle-weight, of Butte City, to fight with 
yvloves according to ‘Police Gazette” ruil . 

After the match was arranged it was the general opinion, al- 
though Kessler is a rageous and scientific puyilist, that Le 
Blancho wonld defeat him easily. Le Blanche was eonfident ot 
winning and sporting men who knew his record, and were 
aware that he was the only middle-weight. inthis country that 
had ever conquered and knocked out Jack Dempsey, the holder 
of the “Police Gazette” championship belt, backed him with the 
utmost confidence. Kessler, however, knew he had to meet a 
foeman worthy of his steel, nnd he trained specially for the 
contest. About 2,000 spect bled to witness the battle, 
ane sporting men had craveled ; hundreds of miles t& witness the 

. Le Blanche was the favorite at $100 to $80. Few ac- 
vepted these odds as Le Binanche’s victory was looked upon as 
certain. 

The battlo was a desperate one, and from the start the blows 
exchanged told with effect. Kessier proved he was a first-class 
pugilist. Ho xed Lo Blanche’s deliyeries, and whenever 
there was an opening he landed his left with tremendous force 
in the Marine’s stomach or on his face. The Marine was over- 
confident.during the early part of the battle. He went into the 
ving feeling, as he sald, sure that he would put Kessler out in a 
couple of rounds easily. 

At the end of tho second round the Marine looked disturbed. 
His mad rushes had been cleverly met by Kessler, and instead of 
the latter being out he was really tho fresher of thetwo. From 
that time on the fizht was in favor of the local man. The Marine 
resorted to unfair tactics and repeatedly threw his mar. Keasler 
did not mind this, but kept at his work, losing no opportunities 
tor getting in blows. 

The Marine, realizing that he was out of the fight, rather than 
suffer defeat at the hands of an unknown man, deliberately 
kicked Kessler in the groin while in the centre ofthe ring. This 
ended the fight, as the referee at once declared Kessler the 
winner, 

Kessler sprang lightly over the ropes as he left the ring, while 
La Blanche was so weak that he had to be carried to his corner. 
Kessler whipped the Marino fairly in the ſaoo of repeated fouls 
on the part of the latter. The local sporting men have made a 
hero of Kessler.

THE GODFREY-SMITH CONTEST. 


[Vrru PortRatts.) 

The fistic encounter between George Godfrey, the coloured 
henvy.weight pugilist of America, and Ed. Smith, of Denver, 
Col., who are to fight for a purse of $8,000, is creating considera- 
ble interest in sporting circles, The men were to have fought 
in the Puritan Athletic Club, Long Island City, on Nov. 11, but 
the management had a wrangle with the authorities and the 
dDattle was postponed. Godfrey is the favorite in sporting circles, 
but that does not guarantee his winning. 

The first colored heavy-welzht champion of America, who won 
his title by scienco and courage, is George Godfrey, of Buston, 
Mass. He was born at Prince Edward’s Isiand, March 20, 1853. 
He stands 6 fect 1044 Inches in height, and when in condition 
weighs 170 pounds. He won many fights, fought several toa 
draw. Ilis first ight of any consequence was with Ilam Wil- 
Hams in 1882, which he won after 7 minutés hot fighting. God- 
frey was then put up against Prof. Hadley, the well-known 
colored pugilist, whom he defeated in 4 rounds for a stake of 
$100. In 1884 he whipped Jimmy Doherty in 1 round, which only 
lasted 1 minute and 36 seconds. The fight was for $150. Jake 
Kilrain was referee, while Billy Mahoney was second for God- 
frey. Barney Small, of Salem, Mass., was Godfrey's next vic- 
tim. They fought for $25 a side and Godfrey won in 2 rounds. 

Another meeting with Prof. Hadley resulted in adraw. A 
short time after this Godfrey was matched to box McHenry 
Johnuon, the “Black Star.” They et at Boston, May 10, 1884. 
Godfrey had the best of the match wnen the pzlice iuterfered. 
Hie next effort in the ring was the memorable six-round draw 
with Joe Lannon in 1887. On an alleged foul the ight was made 
a draw, as a compromise from a declaration in favor of Lannon. 
The latter was terribly punished and was virtually whipped. 
Godfrey was defeated when he met with Doherty for $150, and 
the fight was given to the latter on aclaim of foul. Godfrey was 
once matched to fight John L. Sullivan, but friends gave the 
affair away and the match fell through. 

Godfrey then fought Poter Jackson and was defeated by the 
Australian champion. They fought for a purse of $2,000, at San 
Francisco, on August 24, 1888, at the California Athletic Club. 
Jackson won in 19 rounds, 1 hour 16 minutes. He then met and 
defeated Jack Ashton, at Providence, R. I, on Nov. 7, 1889, in 14 
rounds, iasting 566 minutes, 

‘Godfrey's most important battle, aside from his fight with 
Peter Jackson, was with McHenry Johnson, the Black Star, for 
an $850 purse. It was fought at Bloomfield, Boulder county, 
Col., on Jan. 36, 1888. There is no need to recount the fight. It 
was with 3%4-ounco gloves, under Queensberry rules. The real 
fighting began in the third round.when Godfrey felled the Star in 
his (the Star's) own corner.. The Star was clearly knocked out in 
this round, but by bulldozing tactics employed on the referee he 
was let come for another round. Godfrey knocked him wherever 
he pleased, and finally after a clinch serit him completely out 
with a blow that would have stunned an ox. It was claimed, 
and the referee. ex-Sheriff Dick Williams, of Central City, Col., 
decided that the blow was foul, but after the return to Denver 
the members of the Denver Cribb Club decided that Goditrey had 
committed no foul. Godfrey was given $150 for expenses and 
9000 of the purse, while Johnson received $150 and $100 for 
expenses. Alter the fight Johnson was all bunged up, having a 
mansard over his right eye, an ugly cut on the lip and aswollen 
cheek. Me looked groggy and sald that he was. Godfrey, on the 
other hand, was without a mark save a little scratch on his 
lower lip, the result of the only blow that Johnson got in on the 
face. 


Ed Smith, the champion middie-weight pugilist of Colorado, 
who defeated Mike Cleary in one round at Hot Springs, Ark., 
stands & feet 1044 inches in height and Weighs 175 pounds. He 
was born in Birmingham, Enyland, on March 17, 1665. He is a 
brother of Paddy Smith. of Birmingham, who trained Jimmy 
Carroll to fight Jack McAuliffe at San Francisco, Cal. After 
making a tour of three years with Jem Mace, Smith engaged in 
36 battles, In all of which he cante out victorious. Smith’s most 
liuportaut battle in England was with Charley Mitchell. After a 
desperate battle of one hour and forty minutes it was stopped by 
police mterference and declured a draw. Smith came to Amer- 
tea In 1884, In company with G. Fryer and Alf Greenfield. Fryer 
fought a draw with Jake Kllrain and then returned to England. 
Smith then obtained an engagement of six weeks at the Club 
Theatre in Philadelphia. During this tine he was to knock out 
or best all comers, which task he successfully performed. Going 
to Baltimore he defeated Jim O’Day, Denny Shay and Dick Rob- 
erts. In New York he defeated Tommy Chandler, of Boston; 
Dooney Harris, Tom Henry, of Manchester, England, and 
Jiramie Murphy. He then went to Chicago and defeated Jimmy 
Conley. of Boston, in five rounds. Conley at the time was recog- 
nized as one of the best middle-weights in the West. 

Smith then joined the Jack Burke combination, which was at 
that time making @ tour through the country, and wound up 
with the Insh Lad, doing the knock-out occasionally when 
Burke would be too tired to appear. Smith's first axnt in this 
country was with John P. Clow, the champion of the northwest. 
After a desperate battle of 10 rounds it was declared drawn. 
Smith then went to San Francieco and fought Sam Matthews, 
the beavy-weight Australian, who had become champion of the

The 
men fought for £200 at 11 stone 4 pounds. 

Considerable interest was attached to the debut of Downle, 
which was made inthe Ormonde Ciub on March 17 last, and 
though giving height and weight away to the Englishman, he 
stood his ground, and was, if anything, the fresher man of the 
two at the close of a punishing battle.

He managed to rise before ten sec- 
onds had run out, but was not long on his pins before Thomp- 
son shot out left and right, and the Edinburgh man, clinging, 
was sent on his back, Thompson falling on top of him. Slowly 
Downie rose this time, and tried all he knew to turn the tide, 
but without avail. Thompson held the winning hand. 22 
about his man vigorously he delivered the loſt on tho mouth, fol- 
lowing this up with a second on the jaw. Downle fell forward 
heavily, and it was evident that the battle was over. The ten 
seconds allowed passed by, and Downie was stiil prostrate, 
Thompeon getting the award after one of the sharpest contests 
ever decided.

That was the frreat reason I had for not wanting the battle to 
take place before the Puritan Club, as you must know yourself 
thatthe authorities would never allow a battle which will claim 
the atteption of the entire sporting world to take place when 
they-would stop Smith and Godfrey from fighting. t
